The former emperor had a very great 
respect for Dr. Rathenau's ability, but 
considered him a great danger to Ger- 
many. In the first place, Rathenau 
was a Jew, and the kaiser has 4 
apparently to the firmi conviction 
‘the Jews are at the bottom of most of 
‘the troubles in Germany and Europe. 

Agreement of Capitalists. 

~ The much talked of Wiesbaden agree- 
ment,” said the former emperor, “ was 
not an international agreement.
